1. Chinese Communist troops at Chitenso (12128, 28-44) envosite Haimen 
(121-25, 28-43) are commandeering about 300 fishing boats and are 
compelling fishermen in that area to organize self-defense corns. 


2. On 14 March elerents of the 18° Regiment, 63 Division, 21 Army were ordered 
by division hesdquarters at Julian (120-38, 27-49) to prevnre for another 
attack on Nanchishan (121~ , 27— ).* On 15 March the 184 ani 186 Regiments, 
63 Division** were assembling at Haimen. 


3. Cn 14 March headquarters of the 308 Reginent, 103 Division, 35 Army was 
preparing to move to another area. 


4, A Chinese Communist army unit is training for amphibious overations in the 
Tinghal (122-06, 30-03) and Pfutfoushan (122-24, 30-00) areas. 


5. A Chinese Communist naval denuty commanier and about 20 officers and men 
recently arrived at Ningno (121-32, 29-54). They are staying at the Central 
Bank of China building at Tafnch! iao Ase, Ning. 

6 Between 10 and 13 March elements of the Chinese Communist 7 Army Grown 
arrived in the Ningvo«Chenhai (121-02, 29-58) = Te'uch'4 (121-28, 30=00) 
area. 


7. Ag of 15 March, Chinese Communist authorities were tightening controls in 
east Cheklang, esnecially in Tongyang (120-13, 29-16), Iwu (120-03, 29-18), 
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Chienghsien (120-48, 29-36) ani Yungk'ang (120-01, 28-54). The following 
control measures are being used: 


a The authorities are restricting young men to their native areas and are 
urging and compelling those between 17 and 26 years of age to join the 
army as “volunteers’, 


b. The authorities are enforcing rigid travel controls on all vereons 
regardless of age or sex, and travel permits are required for all trips. 
Sentries are posted at check points along all roads with youth corps 
members on duty during the day and regular treopa during the night. 


In early March Chinese Comnmntet authorities in Shanghai decided that all 
public orvans should vay anployees their entire salary in money Tather than 
paying part in such commodities as fuel, cloth, vagetable o1l and anlt. The 
new system will go into effect in early June but some of the agencies ara 
trying to comply with the regulation in March. 


The Chinese Commnisat authorities in Shanghai are planning to convene a 
conference of representatives of ail circles in garly April. ‘his will 
be the second series of such conferences. PAW Kanenten (2% i! F). 
LIU Ch’ ang ~aheng (11 & AR), BU Chheh-wan (44 f% Z..), HSU Meocthain 
HH Sa} Ry and TS‘ AO M an-chih (% 2? 2.) are in charge of preparations 
for thia conference. 


In early March clvilian laborers from the Chinchiang (118-34, Zhen Sh) 
Nanan (118-31, 24-56), Hufan (118-N8, 26-03), anch'4 (118-12, 25-03) and 
Yunech' un (118-13, 25-16) arene ware excavating caves day and night in the 
mountainous arse from Anch'2 to Yungch‘un, a distance of about 35 miles. 


On 12 March a division of the 25 Arny moved from the foochow arsa to Buian. 
On 14 March another division of the 25 Army was moving from Changchou 
(117-42, 24-32) to a different location. On 15 March headquarters of the 

25 Army moved from Kuank'ou (117-59, 24-36) to the Chinchiang (118-34, 24-54)
